REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant has presented data in the instant specification demonstrating 
synergism when 1 :1 and 3:1 Tagetes is used to Thymus. Thymus oil by itself has a LC 
50 of 37.6 and Tagetes has an LC 50 of 407.6. At a ratio of 1 :1 of Tagetes to Thymus 
has a LC 50 of 28.8 and at a ratio of 3:1 Tagets to Thymus has a LC 50 of 26.6 which 
are both unexpected. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
that dilution of Thymus with Tagetes would result in an improved LC50 value. One 
would expect the opposite. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
